Dr. Ivey force- 
fully illustrates his thesis by re- 
calling that our developments in 
the field of nuclear science and 
missiles have depended heavily on 
refugee experts from countries 
where the educational system was 
based on intellectual excellence. 

A patchwork . system will not 
create either missiles or minds 
necessary to produce them 

and the truer weapons of 
peace. The men and women whose 
minds will be able to scale the 
E-verest-like problem peaks of the 
future will not be those educated 
in some ‘‘crash scientific’ pro- 
gram. 

Our own history — the Jeffer- 
sons, the Franklins, the Hamil- 
tons, the great Virginians and 
New Englanders who dominated 
so much of our early years — 
these were all men of general 
creative excellence.

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Where ll We Find 
80 Million Dollars? 


Georgia legislators are at home for 
the weekend. They are face-to-face with 
a decision about whether to saddle state 
taxpayers with another 80 million dollars 
in bonded debt—a debt which apparently 
would endanger the city-county contract 
program and our ability to match fed- 
eral highway funds. 

According to a good financial authority, 
the added program could be financed 
only at the expense of the state surplus— 
whatever that may be at the end of the 
current year. The state is now spending 
at a rate almost exactly equal to state 
income and income is dwindling. Without 
a tax hike, normal increases in school 
costs and other state programs must draw 
from this surplus. 

But the surplus itself, built up 
largely from excess funds from gasoline 
and auto tax allocations because of fail- 
ure to pass annual appropriations bills, 
could di quickly next year when 
a new administration must pass a new 
appropriations bill. Under it the gasoline 
and auto tax funds automatically would be 
frozen at a rate about 20 million dollars 
higher than today. 

What will replace that 20 million dol- 
lars? Can a new administration achieve 
enough economies in other fields to do it?

Rep. Douglas Carlisle of Macon said 
Wednesday in the House following Mr. 
Ghalker’s appearance before the commit- 
tee considering the bill: “He (Chalker) 
knows less about what was going on in 
the Rural Roads Authority than any man 
I’ve ever heard who was supposed to 
know about a business.” It begins to look 
as though he may be right. 

This huge new spending proposal be- 
gins to look even worse than its critics 
have maintained. We cannot believe that 
Georgia taxpayers want to pick up the 
tab to further the political ambitions of 
anyone at the expense of essential serv- 
ices and with the prospect of further tax 
increases.

Another Latin Dictator 
Gets His Just Desserts 


The news is good from Caracas, Vene- 
zuela. 

Dictator Marcos Perez Jiminez, abso- 
lute monarch for 10 years, has been de- 
posed and has fled the country. 

Juan Peron, an even more sordid and 
Vicious character, the one-time dictator- 
emperor of Argentina, reportedly is in 
a car fleeing for the Colombian border. 
If the Colombians are smart, having just 
got rid of a bad one, they will either jail 
Peron or refuse him asylum. He is trouble. 

Unhappily, one doesn’t know if the 
people will benefit in Venezuela. A news- 
paperman led the civilian side of the 
revolt. He wants reforms, including true 
elections and fair trials. The Army, which 
supported Perez as long as he managed 
to retain some following, may go along 
with reforms. Or it may not. The country 
is rich. The oil interests, much of them 
United States, will do well to assist re- 
forms. If they do not they will, in time, 
lose what they have. 

The Latin-American countries all are 
going through political and social evolu- 
tion. 

Jiminez is in exile in the Dominican 
Republic. This is not a true republic but 
the seat of the most vicious of dictators, 
Trujillo. If his throne can be shaken down 
and his murderous despotism replaced, 
the werld will be a cleaner place. 

But what happens in Latin America, 
where the inexorable pressure for long- 
overdue reform is getting results, de- 
pends largely on the vision of the politi- 
cal “right.” To date it has been too astig- 
matic. To remain so will benefit commu- 
nism.

In his dinner speech at Minn- 
eapoiis he took the whole litany 
of denunciation, blaming the Dem- 
ocrats for the “military catas- 
trophe’”’ of Pearl Harbor, ‘‘the 
Red invasion of Korea,” ‘“‘the 
plight of our defenses when the 
invasion began,” “the handcuffs 
put upon our conduct of that war,” 
the “‘tragic loss of China’ and 
the ‘‘surrender of positions cf 
freedom throughout the world.”

We've been flying so long and 
steadily now I’m getting a little groggy and I 
guess these scribblings, done in longhand on a 


pad held in my lap on the plane, are beginning to sound like it. Suf- 
fering from museum feet and the crick in the neck you get from 
peering too long at frescoed ceilings, I climbed into a Royal Dutch 
plane at Rome airport Sunday night, worn out with being a tourist. 


In the night we flew down the 
boot of Italy and across the Medi- 
terranean, me_ seeing nothing, 
there being nothing to see. We 


landed at Cairo just at dawn, 
with a lot of people wearing bed- 
sheets and fezzes bustling about, 
and took off soon after for Ka- 
rachi.

President’s economic report to Congress this week. When you read 
what the President said about what should and will be done to deal 


with the present business decline, 


the central difference between 


Eisenhower Republicanism and that of his Republican critics stands 


out sharply. 
What stands out is this: 


1. The Eisenhower administra- 
tion is intent upon using prompt- 
ly and energetically the full re- 
sources of the federal government 
to prevent any acute depression 
or any mass unemployment. 

2. The social welfare measures, 
enacted in the thirties and criti- 
cized by many conservatives at 
the time as socialism, welfare 
statism and worse, are today 
viewed by the conservatives of 
the Eisenhower government not 
as burdens upon private enter- 
prise but as desirable elements 
of our economy which strengthen 
it and make it more immune to 
sharp fluctuations. The Presi- 
dent’s economic report describes 
Social Security and unemploy- 
ment compensation together with 
broadened coverage and liberal- 
ized benefits for Old Age Sur- 
vivors and Disability Insurance 
as variable ‘‘stabilizers which 
cushion the impact of an _ eco- 
nomic decline’ and help to rectify 
it. In other words, these welfare 
measures are seen not as a drain 
upon our competitive economy 
but as a source of stability and 
resilience. 

This is a far cry from the lais- 
sez-faire economics of the twen- 
ties and is a cardinal feature of 
Eisenhower Republicanism. We 
are suffering a business recession 
of limited degree right now and 


in his economic report the Presi- 


dent declared that all federal poli- 
cies will be directed toward “‘help- 
ing to resume” economic growth. 


While increased defense spend- 
ing is necessary for military rea- 
sons alone, the administration 
welcomes the larger outlays by 
the government as coming at a 
time when they will help start 
the economy into another period 
of expansion. This is a frank ac- 
ceptance of the policy of federal 
pump-priming. 

This does not mean that Wisen- 
hower Republicanism is the same 
as the New Deal. There are large 
differences. 

Whereas the New Deal leaned 
heavily toward minute federal 
regulation of business, with an 
affection for price and wage con- 
trols and government interference 
with collective bargaining, and 


‘whereas the New Deal ‘had little 


faith in the dynamics of competi- 
tive enterprise, the Eisenhower 
policies spurn regulation, encour- 
age competitive enterprise and 
seek to safeguard the incentives 
to work, save and invest, 

Last year the economic report 
strongly emphasized that ‘wise 
and timely actions by the federal 
government” can sustain a 
healthy expansion of the economy 
and that the government can and 
should “‘moderate economic fluc- 
tuations.” |

Some of the sniping will come 
from former supporters of Grif- 
fin who broke with the governor 
over the roads proposals and who 
have aligned themselves’ with 
Vandiver. 

Vandiver leaders say Griffin's 
proposal is simply an attempt to 
embarrass the lieutenant gover- 
nor. They suspect Griffin is seek- 
ing an issue and a weapon to 
oppose Vandiver‘s bid for gover- 
nor by backing former highway 
chief, Roger H. Lawson, or some 
other candidate. 

Vandiver felt he had no choice, 
for his own protection, to oppose 
the Griffin road plan. He feared 
it would be used for “trading 
roads” for votes against him in 
the coming campaign. 

There is probably more than a 
casual connection between Grif- 
fin’s proposal and Vandiver’s own 
politically potent move to cut all 
auto tags to $3. Vandiver did not 
spring his $3 tag proposal until 
word of Griffin’s road program 
leaked. It is also whispered about 
the Capitol corridors that Van- 
diver strategists believed Law- 
son was getting set to make the 
tag cut suggestion himself. 

Many of Griffin’s most trusted 
friends deny that the road pro- 
posal was politically motivated or 
designed to boost Lawson's can- 
didacy. They say the politics were 
injected entirely by the Vandiver 
camp. 

But a political issue has been 
created that Griffin or a friendly 
gubernatorial candidate might try 
to use—now or in the future. 

The Rural Roads Authority is 
a “100 per cent Marvin Griffin’ 
creation and is the administra- 
tion’s pride and joy. 


Should the Legislature, under 
Vandiver’s leadership, defeat the 
road bill, the governor or some- 
one on his side could blame 


Vandiver for blocking more roads 
for rural Georgia. 

If the Legislature goes along 
with the expansion proposal, Grif- 
fin can say—thanks to him—the 
Rural Road Authority program 
was kept in business even after 
he left office. 


This argument could be used 
in this year’s gubernatorial cam- 
paign.

Evidence in the trial disclosed that there had been a wrangle 
among members of Spring Branch Baptist Church, just outside 
Houston, over whether their minister of three months used the 
telephone properly.

It 
is strong enough, he said, to re- 
turn to its mid-1957 level by the 
second quarter this year. 

Gies said the economy should 
reach a new high of well above 
440 billion dollars gross national 
product by the end of 1958. This

Jerauld Wright, command. | 
er of the U.S. Atlantic Fleet, said 
recently that Soviet submarines | 
have been seen at varying times 
in practically every part of the 
Atlantic but that the sights pro- 
vided no specific pattern to indi- 
cate concentrated activity close to 
American shores. 

The Navy also has noted that 
many Soviet subs are compara- 
tively short-ranged and could not 
cross the Atlantic without refuel 
ing. 

However, the Russians do have 
long-range submarines and Sen. 
Jackson (D-Wash) said yesterday, 
“Our best military intelligence 
tells us that for some time the 


Soviets have been at work per- | 


fecting comprehensive radar 


charts of our coastlines.”

Morris said Russia now has 500 
submarines, many of them 
equipped with nuclear weapon:, 
compared to the 38 Germany had 
at the beginning of World War Ii.

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Women Buy Fashion with Sense 


As Well as Dollars -- Mainbocher

NEW YORK, Jan. 23—Main Rousseau Bocher. 
a 67-year-old Middle Westerner with ‘a Paris 
patina, was recently asked what he thought con- 
stituted a well-dressed woman. In the 57th street 
salon where some of the world’s most discerning 
women buy their clothes, Mainbocher gave his 
answer. 

‘A well-dressed woman,” he replied, ‘‘doesn’t 
wear anything she doesn't understand. In New 
York you often see women who are dressing a 
character but not themselves. A woman can wear 
anything with authority ‘if she understands it.” 

Mainbocher, who opened his New York house 
in 1940 after having become one of Paris’ most 
important couturiers the decade before, is a de- 
signer who has made history in a low whisper. 
The Mainbocher look—understated, impeccably 
ladylike and ‘subtly nonchalant—has been ana- 
lyzed for 18 years and no one has been able to 
duplicate the quality of breeding that identifies 
all his creations. 

By dressing a relatively small number’ of 
“women superbly well—without clutter, flamboy- 
ance or drama—Mainbocher has set criteria for 
many other women who will never see one of his 
collections or be able to buy a dress bearing his 
label. 


It has been said, to the point of boredom, that 
a woman in a Mainbocher suit always looks as 
though she had a coat of arms. 

“A well-dressed woman always appears to 
have forgotten what she is wearing. Above all, 
she must have repose and a natural ease.” 


To Mainbocher, a woman who has to be con- 
scious of any part of what she is wearing Ccan- 
not qualify as being ‘“‘smart’’—nervous hands 
and busy eyes disturb him. 

“There should never be an aura of I’ll-try- 
anything-once,” he continued. ‘‘A well-dressed 
woman must assemble and reject before she 
achieves her own personal chic—and in order to 
do this, 1 feel she must have two qualities: The 
ability to concentrate and the nicest sort of sense 
of discipline.” | 
* Although his clothes are made to span the 
years, Mainbocher thinks that women must be 
responsive to fresh influences in fashion but 
never dominated by them. To him, a well-dresesd 
woman is not a “fashion fanatic’’ whose whole 
existence centers around her wardrobe and the 
effect it creates. She is a creature of order and 
poise who has developed a warm personal style 
of her own; she is never eclipsed by her clothes. 

If a woman is to be well dressed, he reflected, 
then her clothes should be appropriate to her 
life. It is a matter of sense as well as dollars, 
he concluded—with a smile.

A study to pin down specifica- 
tions for DeKalb County’s pro- 
posed $3,800,000 hospital should 
be completed by April 1, a state 
health official estimated Thurs- 
dav. 

The study is being conducted 
by the DeKalb Hospital Authority 
in cooperation with the Division 
of Hospital Services of the State 
Health department, said William 
E. Uzzell, chief of the division's 
gurvey and planning section. 

Meanwhile, Dr. J. R. 
chairman of the DeKalb Au- 
thority, said all difficulties have 
been worked out over the pro- 
posed hospital’s lack of facilities 
for indigent (non-paying) patients. 
Dr. R. C. Williams, director of 
Hospital Services, had said last 
September that $1,500,000 in Hill- 
Burton aid for the hospital might 
not be forthcoming because fed- 
eral regulations require that a 
hospital admit indigent patients 
before such aid is allocated. 


Dr. Williams said at that time 
that DeKalb’s contract with the

Fulton-DeKalb Hospital Authority , 


to send all of its indigent patients 
to Grady Hospital in Atlanta 
would have to be ‘‘clarified.”’ 


Dr. Evans said the DeKalb 
Authority subsequently met with 
the Fulton-DeKalb Authority and 
reached “an agreement in prin- 
ciple’ on indigent patients. He 
said both groups agreed on a 
plan whereby DeKalb would be 
paid by Grady for indigent 
patients treated in DeKalb. 

This would mean a double trans- 
fer of funds, since DeKalb pays 
Grady a sum each year as De- 
Kalb’s part of the hospital's oper- 
ation. Uzzell said, however, that 
the alternative to this would be 
revocation of the contract. 

Dr. Evans said [eKalb will 
still use Grady’s services because 
“Our hospital wouldn’t be nearly 
large enough to take care of all 
the patients we send to Grady.” 

Dr. Evans added that his au- 
thority is making ‘‘fine progress’’ 
in looking over sites for the pro- 
posed hospital. 


According to Uzzell, information 
regarding the size and variety of 
services to be offered at the De- 
Kalb Hospital should be com- 
piled by April, at which time 
his office will meet with the 
Authority to discuss the plans. 
Funds will be available after 
July 1 to put the plans into effect, 
he said.
